Wood Fire? 


WOOD fire can be elther us 

cheery and warming as apy cver 
made of coal, or a dismal, smoky 
‘apology that scems to add to the dis- 
comfort of cold, damp weather, Built 
by the average town dweller, it fs 
yenernily In the latter cotegory, and, 


'as it ig very likely ‘that we shall. be 
| buying wood throughout the winter 


to supplement our coal, a few hints 
os to how to produce a fire of the 
other kind may not come amiss, 


Log sellers will sell and housewives |’ 


will) buy logs simply looking upon 
them as logs, without considering 
from what tree they came, and If 
they smoulder dully and give no 
flame, warmth, or cheeriness the un- 
happy household condemn wood fires 
of any kind most ‘heartily. , 
It 1s useless though n temptation, to 
poke a log fire. Often it will seem 
that logs would burn up better if 
divided; but the obvious thing to do 
iy to divide them into smaller 
portions before they come to the 
grote, Poking will not split them 
on the fire, and it will in oll pro- 
bability put the fire out, or at least 
lessen its brightness for some time. 
Onc renson why town pcople often 


make a mess of wood fires is that the ]° 


Wood Itself js green. Logs that have 
been stored in the rain for some 
time will easily dry out, if removed 


Jnstance—but if they are green from 
the tree they simply. will, not burn, 
A olmple test is In the splitting. A 
falrsized log can be' split with an 
ordinary chopper of no great sharp- 
ness; but the grain ofa green log 
holds tightly together and docs not 
split with the clean line of the other. 
Care should be exercised in leaving 
_a wood flre, especially of hard wood. 
Pine will splutter and throw out 
spark, to the detriment of the ‘hearth~ 
rug, but oak will sometimes, split 
.s0 violently as to throw a large, piece 
out of the fire. It is, therefore, just 
ng well to have a fairly high fender— 
es fenders go nowadays—always In 
the hearth, and never to Jenve a wood 
fire for a long time unwatched, 7
